‘DR. HEISER'S. VIEW. 


The remarkable response of the 
native population to the ant-hook= 
worm propaganda in the Straits 
and Java; and Malaya's leadership 
in the fight’ against malaria are the 
outstanding impressions received 
by Dr. Victor G. Heiacr, head of 
the, Rockefeller health work in the 
Kast, during the tour of inspection 
on which he is at present engaged. 

Interviewed by a Straits. Timea 
representative at the Adelphi Hotel, 
Dr. Heiser readily responded to o 
iss the rural sanita- 
tion campaigns which hav” been 
conducted in’ Malacca and Penang, 
J (and which will be extended to 

Singnpore and ,Labuan carly this 

year) by the International Health 
Board of the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion, under the local direction of 
Dr. Russell. : ie 
“The work is making very good 
progress,” said Dr. Heiser. 
“People are respénding almost un- 
believeably well to the’ educational 
campaign. 1 dd not know whether 
the native population in this part 
of {he world is more responsive than 
elsewhere, or whether it is’ simply 
that: we have discovered a better 
method of appronch, but at any rate’ 
the response has been really grati- 
fying. The health centres that 
have been established seem to catch 
the interest of all classes. Malays, 
Indians und Chinese avai, them- 
selves of the facilities offered, and 
we have received plenty of support 
from the European element. 


A Java Development. 


~ Asked whether any progress had 
been made towards making Asiatic 
methods of fertillsing the soil safer, 
Dr. Heiser said that the problem 
of soit pollution was looked upon as 
‘almost. hopeless a few years ago, 
but he ‘had been’ very much en- 
couraged by what he had seen dur- 
ing his present tour. There, had 
been a remarkable development in 
Java where a type of rural: sanita- 
tion ‘had been invented which cost 
nothing to maintain, thus removing 
the great objection to other methods 
of solving this problem, and which, 
after a. period of six months, en- 
abled the usual method of manuring 
to be followed without the slightest 
danger of spreading Cisease.

“The gratifying part of the rural 
sanitation work is that the natives 
really, understand and appreciate 
it,” Dr. Heiser said.’ “You can take 
anyone, almost a child, in.a district 
where an. educational campaign has 
been carried out, and he will tell you 
the reason why these things are 
being done, One even hears of 
coolies refusing to go to estates 
which are not’ up-to-date in, these 
matters because they do not want 
their children to be infected. The 
situation in Maluya: until recently 
was that ag soon na the natives were 
1 cured of hookworm they caught it 
agnin;’ but. we ‘are introducing 
J sanitary safeguards in’ the rural 
areay of Malacca and Penang, and 
when these are popularised through- 
out. the country soil pollution will 
‘cease and people will need no 
further treatment.
